. 7. Neither doth Faith ſhut out Good Works, neceſ.

away clearly all Merit of our Works, and wholly aſ- 
cribe our Juſtification unto Chars r only. This Faith the 
Holy Scripture teacheth us, is the firong Rock and Foun- 
dation of ' the Chriſtian Religion. This Doctrine all anci- 
ent Authors ef CarisT's Church do approve. This Doe- 
trine ſetteth forth the true Glory of CarisT, and beateth- 
daun the vain Glory of Man. This whoſoever denieth, is

And the true Senſe of this Doctrine, ave are juſtified freely 
by Faith acithout Works, or, wwe ars juflified by Faith in
